production of the world from control 
of British to- American interests. 


American backed • rubber planta- 


tions In the Philippines and In South 
America, is the answer the manu- 
facturers hope to make to England's 
restriction of production and exporta- 
tion of rubber which bounced the 
price from thirteen ,to. forty cents a 
pound In four months. 


"A handful of capitalists in Great 


Britain control 85 per cent of the 
world's crude rubber .production," 
Harvey Firestone, promoter of the 
conference, told International News 
Service today. 
"We hope with the cooperation of. 


English, French and Italian automo-! 
bile and tire jproducerfl, to prove to j 
the British government'its restriction 
act is Iniqbltous, unsound and un- 
economical, and uncalled for. 
We 


want that act repealed. British plan- 
tation owners were making a liberal 
profit before the law went into effect.

Item 9. So many letter* bare 


come to this bureau regarding the 
salaries of school teachers that a 
few comments on that subject may 
well be considered timely. 


Teachers in public schools—gen- 


erally speaking—do not have to pay 
any tax on their salaraies to the fed- 
eral government as they are consid- 
ered as compensated by a political 
subdivision of the state, but tbey 
must pay a tax on such Income to 
the state of New York. For exam- 
ple—a teacher who Is 
unmarried 


and receiving only 11.400 a year, 
and having no other income, has an 
exemption of $1,000 of such salary 
for tax purposes, and must pay one 
per cent of $4 tax 
on the balance. 


Article 88 of the federal regulations 
states as follows: "Compensation of 
state officers and 
employee.—Com- 


pensation paid its officers and em- 
ployes by a state or political subdi- 
vision thereof, including fees receiv- 
ed by notaries public comtssioned 
by states and 
the 
commissions of 


receivers appointed by state court*, 
is not taxable. 
Compensation re- 


ceived for services 
rendered 
to a 


state 
or a 
political 
subdivision 


thereof is included in gioss income 
unless the person receives such com- 
pensation as an officer or employe of 
a state or political subdivision.

1'ut the liver inside 
and add the rabbit to hot fat in a fry- 
ing pun; season with salt and pepper 
as soon as it is well seasoned; acid one 
onion, chopped tfne, a small clove of 
garlic, also chopped, a dozen peeled j 
mushrooms, three tomatoes, peeled and I 
chopped, and S good pinch of finely- 
chopped parsley, with a quarter of a 
cupful of smir fruit juice (white wine 
is asked for, but the fniit juice makes 
a good substitute). Cover the sauce- 
pan and'fmlsh cooking over a moderate 
fire. If the rabbit is young 20 minutes

BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS 


CAN BE ERADICATED 


Dairy Herd Kept Disease-Free for 


17 Years. 


"Twenty-two Years of Tuberculin 


Testing in the Same Herd" is the title 
of a. publication just issued by the 
New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station at Geneva in which an ac- 
count is given of the experience 'with 
tuberculosis in the station herd of 
Jerseys and its eradication and sub- 
sequent control. For the past 17 
3-ear there has not been a demon- 
strated case of tuberculosis in the 
station herd, showing that the dis- 
ease can be stamped out and infec- 
tion of the healthy animals prevented 
if the proper precautions are taken, 
says the station dairy specialist. 


In 1S10, a veterinarian pronounced 


one cow tubercular after a physical 
examination. When the animal was 
slaughtered the diagnosis was found 
correct. The entire herd was then 
tested with tuberculin and 18 of th« 
28 animals reacted. 
Upon retest in 


1901, four more animals reacted. 
Owing to the excellent breeding of 
the diseased animals It was decided 
to follow the Bang method of hand- 
ling a tubercular herd and the 22 
reactors were separated from the 
healthy animals and kept for breed- 
Ing purposes. By 1905, the station 
herd comprised 30 healthy animals 
and the diseased cows were killed. 
All were found to have had the dis- 
ease. 


The station herd is tested each 


[year, and every precaution is taken 
to prevent infection of the healthy 
animals by isolating and testing- new 
Individuals before placing them with 
the herd and otherwise guarding 
against outside infection. The fact 
that the disease has not reappeared 
in, the herd in the past 17 years Is 
thought to demonstrate the Import- 
ance of proper precautions to prevent 
reinfection of a herd after the dis- 
eased animals have been detected by 
the tuberculin test and removed from 
the herd.
